the Chamber of Commerce. 

In an article in this week's {s- 
gue of St. Louls Commerce, the 
chamber puvlication, Smith said: 
“St. Louis stands at the bottom 
of the list of all American cities 
having population over 500,000 in 
the number of dwelling anits per- 
mitted for construction in 1947.” 
This showing was on the basis of 
the number of dwelling units per 
1000 population for which build- 

permits were issued. 

: udided tha’ the number of 
wnits covered by permits in St. 
Louis last year exceeded only the 
mumber in Buffalo, among the 17 
cities with population of more 
than 500,000. | 

In a group of smaller cities 
fepresentative of trade areas with 
which St. Louis is in competition, 
the average number of new units 
for which permits were issued last 

r was 6.17 per 1000 population.

The figures obtained by Smith

“Outstanding among cities in 
eur trade area, with which we are 
obliged to compete,” Smith wrote, 
“and the number of dwelling units 
permitted (last year) per 1 
population,” are the following:

t is made more pitiful by the fact 
that permits were issued during 
the past year for the demolition 
of 285 units.” 

Thus there was a net gain in 
St. Louis last year of only 517 
dwellings. In 1946 the city issued

Population figures. used by 
Smith in his study were estimates 
for the various cities as of Jan.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9—More 
than 30 violations of the federal 
mine safety code were found at 
the Sun-Excelsior mine, Excelsior, 
Ark., in which eight men were 
killed yesterday by an explosion, 
when the mine was last inspected, 
Sept. 30. 

Thte federal inspector, C. ¥. 
Kahre, noted in his report, how- 
ever, that 38 safety code violations 
found in a previous inspection in 
January had been corrected before 
his September visit, 

report acknowledged co-op- 
eration received from the mine 
Management and the union mine 
safety committee. As the law 
stands, federal inspectors are with- 
out power to enforce their recom- 
mendations or to prosecute for 
violations of the safety code. 

Most of the more than 30 vio- 
lations noted in the September in- 
spection had existed also at the 
time of the earlier inspection, the 
report said. 

List of Violations. 

Among the violations listed, 
with recommendations for correc- 
tion, were: 

Mine shop and tipple not fire- 
proof, fire door should be installed 
in slope. 

Safety ‘posts not used close to 
mine working face. 

Entry roof not adequately tim- 
bered, 

Explosives transported under- 
ground in original containers by 
rope. Should be hauled in covered 
cars or special containers. 

Explosives fired by cap and fuse. 
en be fired by electric detona- 
ors. 

Metal tamping bars in’ use. 
Tamping bars should be of wood. 

Blower fans not of permissible 
type. 

Air measurements not made by 
mine officers. 

No record kept of inspection by 
fire boss prior to second shift. 

Weekly tests for methane and 
other hazards not made and re- 
corded, 

Rock dust 100 feet from work- 
ing face. Should be within 80 feet, 

Slope hoist not equipped with 
safety controls. In absence of con- 
trols second engineer should be on 
duty when men are hauled in 
hoist, 

Shelter hole not provided on de- 
veloping haulage entries. 

Frames of machinery not 
grounded electrically. 

Some equipment not protected 
against overloading—wire connec- 
tions substituted for fuses.

Two Moslem Groups Barred. 

In India, two rival Moslem or- 
ganizations were under govern- 
ment bar today in the latest 
aftermath to the assassination of 
Mohandas K, Gandhi Jan, 30. The 
Khaksars and the Moslem League 
National Guard were outlawed 
yesterday on the ground they have 
contributed to communal strife. 
The Home Ministry accused the 
guard also of aiming at “disin- 
tegrating the country.” They are 
the first Moslem groups declared 
illegal in Hindu-led India. 

The Hindu Rashtriya Swayam 
Sevak Sangh (national volunteer 
corps) was outlawed last Wednes- 
day. The government explained 
its “cult of violence has claimed 
many victims,” including Gandhi. 
That was two days after an- 
nouncement of a general bar on 
private armies aid groups preach- 
ing hate. 

No further statement has beer 
issued on the investigation of the 
administration of Alwar, princely 
state south of New Delhi. The 
government says it is looking into 
a possible connection there with 
Gandhi's death, Alwar’s Maharaja 
Tej Singh and Premier N. B. 
Khare have been directed to re- 
main in New Delhi while the in- 
quiry proceeds. The maharaja is 
a Rajput, and not a Sikh as was 
reported Saturday. His state is 
primarily Hindu. 

Many Arristed in India. 

Some 1200 R.S.S.S. men have 
been arrested in India in the as- 
sassination inquiry. Police de- 
clined to say whether leaders of 
the barred Moslem groups would 
be taken into custody, too. Many 
once members now are no longer 
in Hindu India, 

The Moslem League National 
Guard drilled and wore semi- 
military uniforms, The Khaksars 
were uniformed in green garb 
like workmen’s clothes and Car- 
ried shovels. 

The Home Ministry communi- 
que said the guard has been “fos- 
tering among Moslem citizens of 
India extraterritorial loyalty, with 
the object of disintegrating the 
country.” It has, the ministry 
charged, been collecting arms se- 
cretly, training members to use 
them and agitating “in liaison 
with members of the organization 


across the border.”

Committee Chief Seeks to 
Learn ‘Names, Extent

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WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (AP)— 
An investigation of last week’s 
commodity market break was or- 
dered today by the House commit- 
tee investigating commodity trad- 
ing. 

Chairman August H. Andresen 
(Rep.), Minnesota, said the pur- 
pose will be to determine “the 
names and extent of operations 
of those who profited by advance 
inside informaticn.” 

Andresen said Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Anderson will be request- 
ed ot provide “complete informa- 
tion” in regard to a leak which is 
reported to have occurred in ad- 
vance of the public announcement 


of Government grain purchasing 
plans. 


Anderson yesterday denied pub- 
lished reports suggesting there 
had been an advance leak of offi- 
cial information on the Govern- 
ment’s grain buying plans. He 
said: “There was nothing in the 
nature of a market tipoff.” 

Grain Price Fixing. 

“The crash in the commodities 
market of last week,” Andresen 
said in a statement, “demonstrates 
how completely the Truman ad- 
ministration has dominated and 
fixed the price of grains and oth- 
er commodities since July 1, 1946. 

“During the past 19 months, vol- 
ume buying of wheat, coarse 
grains, fats and oils, and other 
commodities by the Government, 
under orders of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, forced steep advances 
in these commodities and skyrock- 
eted prices of livestock and poul- 
try feed, beef, pork, dairy products 
and other foods. When the Gov- 
ernment stopped buying. prices of 
commodities went down,” 

Although it was announced that 
the Government still had to ac- 
quire only another 77,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat and flour for foreign 
export and relief, he said, Secre- 
tary Anderson last week ordered 
Government buying of wheat 
stopped, “and the bottom fell out 
of the commodities market.” 

Cost to Farmers. 

Andresen said the drop in com- 
modi: - prices of the past few days 
cost the wheat farmers more than 
$200,000,000, and additional hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars were 
lost t owners of other farm 
products. 

“According to press reports,” the 
statement continued, “Secretary 
Anderson disclosed last Saturday 
night that a ‘leak’ had occurred 
on the department's decision to 
curtail grain buying in advance 
of the public announcement made 
last Thursday. While thousands 
of small speculators and traders 
lost their ‘shirts’ in last week’s 
debacle, speculators tuned to the 
pipeline of inside information were 
able to get out of the market 
without loss or to take a short 
position and make tremendous 
profits in a few days.” 

Andresen said he has written 
the Secretary and requested “full 
information.” A public hearing 
will be called when necessary ar- 
rangements can be made, he

This was done 
to obtain increased food allow- 
ances for members of the organ- 
ization, 

It was not immediately an- 
nounced to what jail Franks would 
be taken, but there was a possi- 
bility that he would serve out the 
term in the St, Louis jail, where 
his confinement was to begin. 

Franks's conviction, in October, 
1946, in District Judge Ruby M. 
Hulen’s court, - was the first by a 
jury in a case involving violation 
of Office of Price Administration 
regulations.

LIVESTOCK PRICES 
DECLINE FURTHER 
HERE ON BIG SUPPLY 


The heaviest receipts of hogs 
in two years and liberal quanti- 
ties ‘of cattle at National Stock- 
yards today resulted i. a further 
decline in all livestock prices. The 
17,000 estimated receipts of hogs 
brought prices 75 cents to $1 a 
hundredweight below last Satur- 
day’s closing, while cattle were 
down from $1.50 to $3 since last 
Monday. 

The top of $23.50 paid today for 
choice hogs was the lowest since 
May 10 and compares with the 
record top of $30 reached last fall. 
The top of $29 for choice steers 
today compares with the record 
top of $35 paid in the last quarter 
of 1947. Lambs were 50 to 75 
cents’ lower, while veal calves 
brought $1 to $2 less today than 
last. week. 

Despite the large .run of hogs, 
the market was active, and all an- 
imals had been disposed of by 9:30 
o'clock, This fact led some ob- 
servers to believe buyers foresaw 
an early end of the decline that 
set in last week with the drop in 
commodities. 

The retail butter price at Pevely 
Dairy Co. and St. Louis Dairy 
Co. will be reduced by one cent 
tomorrow, to bring the price to 
96 cents a pound. 


Makes People Dizzy, Burns Flesh 


Whistle Kills Flies in 10 Seconds; 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9 (AP) —A 
siren whistle that kills flies and 
mosquitoes in 10 seconds is de- 
scribed in the Journal of the 
Acoustical Society of America to- 
day. The whistle is hooked to a 
horn that directs the sound. 

Drs. C. H, Allen, H. Frings and 
I. Rudnick of Pennsylvania State 
College report the development in 
their hunt for some sort of a loud- 
speaker to kill crop insects, 

The whistle is too high-pitched 
for human ears to hear, but after 
a little while a person close to it 
gets dizzy. He does not have to be 
in the sound stream—in fact, if 
any part of him is directly in the 
beam of sound, close up, that part 
gets very hot. 

If a hand is placed in the 
stream, with fingers touching, the 


places where they touch get 
burned, The temperature at these

flesh contact points jumps to more 
than 150-degrees Fahrenheit, 


Workers spending an entire day 
in the State College whistle room 
become more than ordinarily tired. 
Those who open their mouths 
while the whistle is blowing feel a 
cool tickling sensation in their 
mouths, The reasons for these ef- 
fects are not known, except the 
burning. The whistle kills the in- 
sects because the sound waves 
overheat their bodies, It heats any- 
thing the sound-blast touches. 


These burns kill cockroaches 
and caterpillars in three to four 
minutes, White mice died in one 
minute. One mouse that was 
shaved lived more than two min- 
utes because fur traps the heat 
faster. The wings of flies and mos- 
quitoes shriveled and almost dis-

Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son telegraphed McClintock today, 
informing him of the Administra- 
tion’s opposition . 

The margin requirement now is 
331-3 per cent of the price of 
grain. The margin is the amount 
of money a trader must put up 
with his broker to hold specula- 
tive accounts, 

McClintock, in his telegram to 
Truman, said the directors of the 
Chicago market planned to meet 
this afternoon to consider the 
“wisdom and expediency” of low- 
ering the margin requirement. The 
Government has no power to fix 
margin requirements, That power 
rests with the markets themselves, 

New buying swept all grains 
ahead. September corn closed 8 
cents a bushel higher, the: daily 
limit. During last week's relapse, 
when all grains were falling the 
limit daily, corn was among the 
worst actors. 

As the grain market stabilized 
in Chicago, wheat closed 5% to 8 
cents a bushel higher, corn wound 
up 5% to 8 cents ahead, and oats 
advanced 2% to 4% cents.

Craft Is Landed After 


Pilots Grope Through 


Clouds for 300 Miles With Part 
of Controls Dead. 


MIAMI, Fia., Feb. 9 (AP)—Loss 
of one propeller blade in flight 
caused the freak mishap which 
killed one crewman and imperilled 
68 others aboard an Eastern Air 
Lines Constellation over the At- 
lantic Saturday, the company re- 
ported today. 

The company described the in- 
cident in this way: 


One blade flew off the propeller 
of No. 3 engine and ripped 
through the cabin, killing Gilbert 
Paul Folz, flight attendant, of 
Evanaville, Ind. The plane then 
was 130 miles at sea from Bruns- 
wick, Ga., and 300 miles from the 
field at Bunnell, Fla., where it 
made its landing. 


The lows of a blade unbalanced 
the propeller, and violent vibra- 
tions set up which shook the en- 
tire propeller and its mechanism 
off the engine. 
The blade which went through 
the galley to kill Folz. also cut all 
electrical controls. The No, 4 en- 
gine continued to run, but with 
control wires cut, its speed could 
not be changed. Neither could 
flaps be lowered for the emer- 
gency landing. 
Radio power also was knocked 
out by the flying blade. Crewmen 
used an auxiliary set to report 
their trouble and the possibility 
of “ditching.” This used up all the 
power in the auxiliary and a subse- 
quent safety message could not be 
sent. Silence that followed the dis- 
tress call caused a great rescue 
fleet to get under way. 
At the controls were Capt. 
Henry T. (Dick) Merrill, famous 
E.A.L. pilot and trans-Atlantic 
flyer, and Pilot W. E, Johnson. 
Johnson said they had so much 
confidence in the ship’s ability to 
stay in the air that after groping 
through the clouds for almost 300 
miles they once passed up the 
Bunnell landing strip—visible 
through a break in the clouds 
and tried to land at Daytona 
Beach, 25 miles south of there. 
Daytona Beach was fogged in, 
however, and they returned to 
Bunnell. 

The plane, en route from Boston 
and New York to West Palm 


Beach and Miami, was about 100 


miles east of Brunswick, Ga., 
when the trouble developed. 

Several passengers suffered mi- 
nor injuries when they jumped 
from the plane after it landed. The 
No. 3 engine caught fire after the 
plane landed, but the fire was ex- 
tinguished quickly. 

The passengers completed their 
journey by automobile or train. 

E.A.L. officers, crew Members 
and Civil Aeronautics inspectors 
went over the plane minutely in 
an attempt to determine the cause 
of the mishap, then boarded a 
plane for Miami, 

Augustus Leazer of Atlanta, re- 
gional Civil Aeronautics Board 
diréctor, said it would be several 
days before the investigation was 
completed, He said the investiga- 
tion would be continued in Miami. 


Part of Fifth Body Found in 
Wrecked Army Transport.

today after the finding of part 
of a body and a ring under the 
wrecked fuselage of a C-47 trans- 
port plane which crashed and 
burned late Saturday.

Awaits Leader. 


JERUSALEM, Feb. 9 (AP)—Ap- 


| proximately 15,000 uniformed and 


equipped troops from the Arab 
states have crossed into Palestine, 
according to estimates gathered in 
trips to points where these forces 
are concentrated. 

One or two truckloads of the 
Syrian-trained troops cross the 
frontier daily—3800 to 500 fighting 
men a week. They appear to be 
massing more for attack than for 
defense, at points from which they 
might slash the United Nations- 
proposed Jewish state in two. This 
would wedge Jewish defenses 
into two_triangular enclaves, one 
around Tel Aviv and the other 
around Haifa. In Jerusalem there 
has been talk that the Arabs have 
set Feb. 15 as “D-day” to start 
their attack. 

Arab Officers Arrive, 

At first these forces came un- 
der the authority of Arab civil 
authorities in the communities 
where they were stationed. This 
is no longer true. During the past 
two weeks the first Arab volun- 
teer army officers arrived. There 
are at least two now in active 
command of districts, both pre- 
sumably with the rank of major. 

They will put on insignia when 
the time comes to send their 
troops into action, and that will 
not happen until ‘the arrival of 
“the leader.” 

He is Fawzi Bey al Kaukji, a 
tough Arab campaign veteran and 
hero to most Palestinian Arabs. 
He is now in charge of troop 
training in Syria. 

“We now have everything neces- 
sary for defense—or attack,” one 
Arab officer said, 

The Arab military organization 
now appears to be taking this 
form: 

1. The army of attack. This is 
the Syrian-trained force, wear- 
ing American - type uniforms 
and generally marked apart by 
a brown headdress instead of 
the usual Arab white. 

2, The army of defense, This 
is the local militia, wearing 
white, red and white, or black 
and white headdress, They are 
usually without uniform and 
are armed with an incredible 
array of weapons — rifles, pis- 
tols, daggers and hand grenades 
hanging from belts. 

Synagogue Damaged. 

The British army announced 
today that a synagogue in the Tel 
Aviv-Jaffa border area was dam- 
aged when the military blew up 
an adjoining house suspected of 
being a snipers’ nest. 

The Army said four Sten guns, 
11 magszines and four granades 
were discovered underneath & 
rostrum in the damaged syna- 
gogue. The announcement said 
the house was blasted because 
shots were fired from it at Mea 
Shearim police station. 

A Tel Aviv dispatch said Jews 
of the city were stirred to great 
indignation by the damage to the 
synagogue.

Plane Crashes Into Bus. 

LONDON, Feb. 9 (UP)-—A Roy- 
al Air Force plane crashed in 
North London today, knocking the 
scaffolding from a block of apart- 
ments and caving in the top of a 
double-decker trolley bus.

The Army later denied it is 
planning to send a military force 
to keep order in Palestine. The 
United Nations already has pro- 
vided machinery for handling the 
Palestine situation, Army sources 
said, 


Appeal for U.N. Army In Palestine 
Reported Nearly Ready. 

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Feb. 9 
(AP)—A strong and urgent plea 
for a United Nations armed force 
was reported ready today for the 
final approval of the Palestine 
Partition Commission, , 

The five-member commission 
was said authoritatively to have 
agreed on the vital sections of 
this document, The members 
hoped to approve the final draft 
late today and rush it to the Se- 
curity Council. 

There are hints here that the 
Council will be pressed to begin 
debate on this special report with- 
out delay. 

The Assembly last Nov, 29 ap- 
proved a plan to partition Pales- 
tine into Jewish and Arab coun- 
tries. The Arab nations of the 
Middle East violently oppose par- 
tition, The commission after a 
month’s study of the situation was 
said to feel that an adequate force 
must be gathered to back it up. 

This is the task or the Security 
Council, which is the sole organ 
of the U.N. specifically instructed 
to preserve peace. 

Furthermore, the Assembly 
asked the Council] to see that no 
one prevents partition,

cided Saturday to ask Britain to 
agree to preparatory steps looking 
toward forming militia in the 
projected new countries.

Committee Named to 


Protest to Truman on 


His Civil Rights Plea, Demand Conces- 
sions on “White Supremacy.’ 


WAKULLA SPRINGS, Fia., Feb. 
9 (AP)-—The Conference of South- 
ern Governors yesterday approved 
two actions dealing with separate 


phases of the racial question in 
the South. | 

The attending Governors named 
their own political action commit- 
tee to demand concessions on 
“white supremacy” from President 
Truman, whose civil rights mes- 
sage was the subject of bitter criti- 
clam, 

In the second action, the gover- 
nors signed an agreement for in- 
terstate operation of colleges for 
specialized and professional train- 
ing . Although designed to meet 
United States Supreme Court rul- 
ings that “equal opportunity” must 
be afforded Negroes in the educa- 
tional field in states that practice 
segregation, the plan also con- 
templates the establishment of 


‘such specialized schools for white 


college youths, 
Committee for Protest. 

The committee to protest to 
President Truman against his civil 
rights recommendations will be 
headed by Gov. J. Strom Thur- 
mond of South Carolina, who said 
it will go to Washington to voice 
the South’s displeasure “in the 
strongest possible language.” 

The conference adopted Satur- 
day a resolution by Gov. Thur- 
mond setting 40 days as the limit 
for a mew meeting of Governors 
to review developments. Thurmond 
said that meeting would decide 
whether further “joint and com- 
mon action” would be necessary. 

Thurmond and Gov. ; . 
Thompson of Georgia said they 
hoped the 40 days would provide 
a codling-off period in the con- 
troversy over Truman’s proposals 
for anti-lynch and anti-poll tax 
legislation, and his demands for 
federal guarantees against racial 
discrimination in employment and 
against Jim Crow segregation. 

The 40-day waiting period ap- 
parently removed the threat of 
immediate anti-Truman action in 
the South. However, Gov. Fielding 
Wright of Mississippi declared he 
reserved the right of Independent 
action. 

“I did not vote for Gov. Thur- 
mond’s motion because I may feel 
that it is better to proceed with 
a conference of southern people 
rather than await action by the 
Conference of Southern Govern- 
ors,” declared Wright. He has 
suggested that southern Demo- 
crats bolt the party unless con- 
cessions are made, 


Most Governors Hopeful, 

However, most of the Governors 
expressed hope that a_ united 
South could wring concessions 
from the national Democratic 
leadership. 

Said Gov. Thompson, a leading 
opponent of any party bolt: “The 
Democratic party should settle its 
differences within the party and 
present a united front during the 
campaign. “The 40-day cooling off 
period should give various fac- 
tions an excellent chance to re- 
solve their differences.” 

Gov. Beauford Jester of Texas 
asserted Truman would have to 
accept a more moderate program, 
om risk rebellion in the South. 

Jester brought in a reference 
to Truman’s vetoing of the “quit- 
claim” bill which would have sur- 
rendered federal interests in the 
oil-rich tidelands to the states. 

“There is a great deal of re- 
sentment on the ‘race issue, and 
on the question of state control 
of tidelands,” Jester said, “When 
they take the tidelands away from 
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us, they are taking money from 
our public schools.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9—A Dill 
intended to facilitate sale of the 
Federal Barge Line to private in- 
terests was introduced’ today by 
Representative Charlies A. Wolver- 
ton (Rep.), New Jersey, chair- 
man of the House Interstate and 
Commerce Committee. 
The bill would modify, in several 
$mportant respects, provisions of 
existing law which establish pro- 
cedure for sale of the barge lines, 
operated by the Federal Govern 
ment since 1918. 


The Wolverton bill would per- 
mit sale of the operation in parts, 
rather than as a whole as is pre- 
ecribed by present law. 


It would permit the price to be 
fixed by negotiation rather than 
. by an Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission valuation proceeding as 
required by existing law. 

Service Provision. 

It would require purchasers to 

agree to maintain substantially 


the same service as is provided: 


by the Government through the 
Inland Waterways Corporation, 
but would eliminate a requirement 
of existing law that a purchaser 
post bond to assure that he would 
do this. 

The effect of the latter pro- 
vision, it was explained, would 
be that a purchaser who found

| The pulse of Chicago beats 
loudest at City Hall. There Martin 
‘Henry Kennelly, first iness 
‘man to be elected Mayor AP more 
than half a century, has his of- 
fice; there the City Council as- 
‘sembles, made up of 50 Aldermen 
‘who are supposed to represent 
the best interests of over 3,000,- 
000 people—and sometimes do! 
City Council Chamber. 
| The City Council holds forth in 
a spacious, oak-paneled, rich-look- 
ing chamber which gives no hint 
of the many times the city treas- 
ury was been on the edge of 
bankruptcy. The side walls of the 
chamber are decorated with sub- 
dued murals dedicated to Truth, 
‘Justice, Law and Order. Seats are 
provided for the public in the rear 
at two levels, mezzanine and bal- 
cony. The Aldermen sit at micro- 
phone-equipped desks in a semi- 
circle, facing the flag-bedecked 
rostrum where the Mayor pre- 
sides. 
_ On the wall behind the Mayor 
is an oil painting of a superb con- 
fiagration, Chicago being very 
\fire-conscious. The painting is in- 
ecribed: “What We See As The 
‘Smoke Clears,” and the answer is 
‘written below: “The World's Most 
\Competent Fire Department.” 
' If one accepts this unilateral 
boast as true, Mavor Kennelly’s 
job is simplified; all he has to do 
iis to make his police department, 
his school board, his civil service, 
and all the other departments 
“the world’s most competent” and 
Chicago’s ego will be satiated.

|Russia Calls for 35 Pct. Increase

MOSCOW, Feb. 9 (AP)--Pravda 
disclosed yesterday that the Soviet 
Union has called upon its farms 
to increase sowing of spring wheat 
by 35 per cent over last year.

For 
years the Yellow and Checker 
cab companies have had a monop- 
oly of the taxi business in Chicago, 
operating 3000 vehicles under con- 
tracts with the city which amount 
to exclusive franchises. After 
World War II, however, 1600 
veterans were allowed to drive 
their own cabs with little or no 
regulation, 

When, after a screening process, 
600 ex-service men are ordered 
to take their vehicles off the 
streets, a storm arises in the 
Council. Aldermen shout it is an 
outrage to discriminate against 
war veterans. 

Mayor Kennelly, who may go 
down in Chicago’s history as the 
Great Compromiser, in the best 
sense of that term, quells the taxi 
storm, He announces that 1000 
of the veterans will be licensed to 
operate cabs; that 300 other# have 
eliminated themselves by failing 
to apply for permits; and that 
another 300 have been ruled off 
the streets because of dilapidated, 
unsefe cabs, criminal records, in- 
solence, overcharging and refusing 
loads. 

“It is a disgrace to the city of 
Chicago,” Mayor Kennelly says, 
“to know that at present all you 
have to do is get a cab and get 
on the streets—no license, no 
meter, no insurance, no respon- 
sibility. We must get the taxi 
situation in shape.” 

Taxis, teachers, taxes, parking, 
police, driveways and dump 
trucks—there you have a few of 
the municipal problems that boil 
up daily. 

Getting Chicago into Shape. 

Mayor Kennelly’s task simmers 
down to this—he is trying to get 
Chicago into shape on all fronts. 
It is'a Herculean task, but here 
is one man who refuses to become 
excited. 

Complimented on his unvarying, 
out-of-the-world serenity, the 
white-haired, blue-eyed, pink - 
cheeked business man-turned-poll- 
ticlan, smiles and remarks: 

“If I. lost my head, I’d be fin- 
ished.” 

At times Martin Kennelly looms 
up as an Illinois anomaly, out of 
step, out of time, with a Windy 
City, a stentorian town, a citadel 
of shouted superlatives, for. he is 
not at all breezy, he is restrained 
and inclined to under-state. But 
Martin Kennelly is no softy, no 
pushover. 

‘As the doyen of political re- 
porters in Chicago sums it up: . 

“When Kennelly became Mayor 
last April, the West Side mob 
mistook his good manners for 
weakness, his gentility for cow- 
ardice.

Thus there 
is serious speculation that the CIO 
may break in two even before the 
presidential elections next Novem- 
ber. 

Impetus in Wallace Crusade. 

The Wallace crusade, which 
Pressman now intends to join, has 
provided the immediate impetus 
for this final break, The Commu- 
nists in the CIO In the past haye 
been willing to go considerable 
lengths to maintain their toehold 
in the American labor movement, 
even on occasion solemnly de- 
nouncing themselves in the inter- 
ests of peace, but the Wallace 
campaign involves the foreign pol- 
icy of the Soviet Union and that 
is one area in which compromises 


iby the Communists is not possible. 


Thus when Murray some weeks 
ago spoke in support of the Mar- 
shall plan on a State Department 
broadcast, he suddenly ceased to 
be “our great leader” in the pages 
of The Daily Worker, and when 
he attempted to swing the whole 
CIO away from Wallace, the 
leaders of the CIO’s Communist- 
dominated unions for the first time 
publicly defied the CIO president.

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PRICE SLUMP IS UNDERSTANDABLE

HE break in commodity and stock markets simply proves that 

Americans don’t want what they say they want. Immediately 

after prices tumbled in Chicago, Kansas City, New York and 
other commodity and stock market centers on Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday, the wires hummed with the question: “Is this it—1920 or 
1929?” The prospect sent a shiver through the entire economy. 


President Truman’s remarks at 
his Thursday press conference 
didn’t help to quiet pulses. He 
said that, unless the price rise 
stopped, the country was headed 
for a crash. These were the 
strongest words he had yet used 
to describe the consequences of 
inflation. 

Dose of Deflation Needed. 

A dose of deflation is just what 
the country has needed for some 
time—to price low-income earners 
back into the market for goods 
and services, and to put a crimp 
in a wild and woolly notion that 
this was a five-year, one-way- 
street boom.

Criminal Code Reform 


The Missouri Supreme Court’s code revision 
committee is doing an outstanding service. The 
new rules it proposes for criminal practice and 
procedure embody one worthy proposal after an- 
other which have been done to death in secret 
by the legal clique in the Legislature over 1 
span of 20 years.

The revision committee proposes that the Su- 
preme Court, under its constitutional rule mak- 
ing power, give Judges discretion in determining 
whether criminal defendants, indicted for the 
same crime, should go to trial together or have 
separate trials. Discretionary severance is as it 
should be. It is the procedure in virtually every 
other state. 

Yet Missouri has watched one criminal case 
after another go to pieces because of our archaic 
rule of mandatory severance. Under this rule, 
six co-deféndants obtain six separate trials with 
the result that many busy witnesses for the state 
betome disgusted at the delays and waste of 
time. Others may leave the state in the middle 
of such proceedings. Sometimes key witnesses 
die in these long-dragged-out repetitious trials. 
And the underworld has used the intervals to 
dispose of vital witnesses. 

Adoptio® of the rule of discretionary sever- 
ance by the State Supreme Court will put Mis- 
souri belatedly into step with federal criminal 
practice and the criminal procedure of nearly 
all the states. 

Many other recommendations of this commit- 
tee are just as meritorious. It-is proposed, for 
example, to put a limit on the number of con- 
tinuances which a legislator-lawyer may obtain 
for a criminal client because of a session of the 
Legislature. This racket has been used thousands 
of times to postpone trials when delay was mere- 
ly a stall. : 

Certain existing criminal code provisions were 
expressly designed by criminal lawyer-legisla- 
tors to put the state at seriaus disadvantage, The 
revision committee proposes to correct these. It 
wants the state to be allowed to take depositions, 
now forbidden without reason of any sort. It 
wants the state to get notice of an alibi defense 
in time to check the truth of the story. It wants 
approval for the use of alternate jurors. It wants 
stringent regulations for bail bond procedures to 
eliminate the abuses rampant among profession- 
al bondsmen, particularly in St. Louis, 

If all goes according to the schedule of Richard 


‘K. Phelps of Kansas City, chairman of the com- 


mittee, finally drafted rules will be submitted to 
the State Supreme Court by July 1. Six months 
after approval by the Supreme Court they will 
be the law of Missouri. 

Thus will the legislators who have knifed crim- 
inal code reform behind closed doors at Jeffer- 
son City be bypassed and defeated. 
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Durable Social Gains? 


Although it has been said that the present 
Congress never would undo the “durable social 
gains” of the 1930s, Republican Senator Milli- 
kin has induced Secretary of the Treasury Sny- 
der to delay bringing some 500,000 to 750,000 
Americans into the Social Security system, The 
date for doing so had been set by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue in line with a Su- 
preme Court decision. Millikin, however, asked 
for delay to enable the Senate to study a House 
resolution, authored by tax-slashing Representa- 
tive Knutson, which would set aside the court’s 
finding that these people are entitled to the sys- 
tem’s benefits under the law. 

Small though the cost is—$30 per employe is 
the maximum annual tax on employers for old- 
age and survivors’ insurance—some employers 
seek to escape even that. They are pushing a 
resolution to give legal standing to the transfer 
of store managers, salesmen and other actual eim- 
ployes to the fictitious status of “independent” 
contractors and licensees. This would permit 
the avoidance of the tax—and the destruction 
of the employes’ social security benefits. The 
measure has a favorable committee report and 
a “green light” for action. 

Meanwhile, measures for social progress are 
uniformly pigeonholed. For instance, members 
of the Republican majority have several times 
spoken approvingly of lifting the minimum 
wage nearer in line with the realities of post- 
war living costs. Neverthéless, the minimum 
still remains at the old 40 cents an hour. The 
American people acutely need the 15,000,000 
new homes which the Taft-Ellender-Wagner 
bill is designed to get built. Two and a half 
years after it was first-introduced, the House 
Banking Committee, the chosen instrument of 
the real estate lobby, still has it locked up tight. 

The record of the present Congress is not yet 
complete, but such contrasts certainly do not 
suggest any zeal to maintain the social gains of 
the 1930s, let alone enlarge them. 
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Outlaw the Communist Party? 

Attorney General Clark stands on solid 
ground in his recommendation against outlaw- 
ing the Communist party.’ Testifying before a 
House subcommittee, he said that prohibition of 
the party would drive it underground. He said 
also that such a law might be unconstitutional. 

The head of the Department of Justice is 
right on both points. The first effect of such a 
law would be to make martyrs of American 
Communists. The second would be to cause 
them to take their political and propaganda 
activities into hiding. Much better to keep them 
in the open, where they can be observed. 

Although some states have outlawed the Com- 
munist party, there is good reason to believe 
that the Supreme Court would find such meas- 
ures a violation of the First Amendment. The 
Supreme Court of California so ruled, in re- 
jecting a law prohibiting the party in Cali- 
fornia. 

Why is repression unwise? Dean Edwin D. 
Dickinson of the University of California School 
of Jurisprudence told the New York City Bar 
Association not long ago: 

I would call a halt to all schemes for 
outlawing the Communist party. I would 
have them make their silly speeches and 
shout their distorted doctrines from the 
stump and not in caves or cellars. 

The merits of any doctrine, however 
foolhardy, are best determined in the com- 
petition of the market place. I believe in 
the Bill of Rights for those whose opinions 
I abhor no less than for those whose opin- 
ions I approve. 

Nor is there anything particularly ideal- 
istic about this. It is just plain, old- 
fashioned common sense. If you would 
multiply the breed, persecute them. If you 
would frustrate their faith, let them talk. 
Their ultimate frustration must be accom- 
plished by removing the conditions on 
which they appear to thrive. 

Watch the Communists. Prosecute them when- 
ever they violate existing laws as to espionage 
and subversive activities. Keep them out of 
places where they can do the Government harm, 


But do not make the mistake of breaching the 
Bill of Rights in order to wreak vengeance on 
them. 

It is good to see that Attorney General 
Clark is as level-headed about this as FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover was when the same agi- 
tation came up last year. 
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Stop-Gap for China 

Secretary Marshall’s proposal for $570,000,000 
in aid to China is described by American offi- 
cilals as “frankly a compromise between doing 
nothing and pouring billions” into the country. 
They concede that with it “they hope to attain 
a breathing spell during which the crumbling of 
the Chinese economy may at least be checked 
and the expansion of Communist-controlled areas 
slowed down.” : 

It is distressing to hear the State Department 
still talking in terms of stopgap aid when we 
have learned so expensively all over the world 
that it is futile, that reconstruction is the only 
effective way. We learned it in Greece after 
the British had already learned it there. Secre- 
tary Marshall seemed to have taken the lesson 
to heart when he said at Harvard in June of last 
year in the speech that became the basis of the 
Marshall plan: 

Our... purpose should be the revival of 

a working economy in the world. ... Such 

assistance, I am convinced, must not be on 

a piecemeal basis as various crises develop. 

Any assistance that this Government may 

render in the future should provide a cure 

rather than a mere palliative, 

It is a completely contrary policy that the 
Secretary of State now proposes to pursue in 
China. What is the record of stopgap aid to 
the Chinese Government—how much has been 
accomplished in the past by just such ald as 
Secretary Marshall proposes now? The United 
States has given four billion dollars in the past 
seven years and during that time the Nationalist 
Government has lost ground to the Chinese Com- 
munists, Its economic situation now is the most 
desperate it has ever been. Secretary Marshall’ 
could be well advised, in his China policy, by 
his own words to Congress on the subject of 
aid to European countries: “Either undertake to 
meet the requirements of the problem or don’t 
undertake it at all.” 
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Of the Making of Books 


Cyril Connelly, the English literary critie, 
finds that “in the United States literature is 
fighting a losing battle against the book busi- 
ness.” 


The crucial factor (he says) is the high 
cost of book production, which renders the 
printing of small editions (under 10,000) 
uneconomic; the tendency is therefore to go 

‘all out for the best seller and, with a con- 
stant eye on Hollywood, to spend immense 
sums on publicity to bring about one of 
these jackpots, But even without Hollywood 
there are large sums to be made from book- 
of-the-month clubs, cheap pulp editions, 
serial rights, and so the result is a transfor- 
mation of the literary scene into mass pro- 
duction, 


The sensitive author, with a real genius for 
writing, Connelly adds, is courted and feted, and 
channeled into mediocrity. When he is thus 
ruined, he is tossed aside. This is a stern in- 
dictment. But in some respects it is less critical 
than the facts of the publishing business in 
America justify. 

Can such a system ever bring forth a Hugo, 
a Tolstoi, a Hamsun or even a Sinclair Lewis 
of the earlier period? To ask the question is to 
answer it. 

What is needed, perhaps, is a Consumers’ 
Federation in the fiction field, the first principle 
of which would be an utter and uncompromising 
indifference toward machine-age best sellers and 
topical tripe which is used to bridge over gaps 
in conversation at cocktail parties,

Time for Action on Fly Ash 

This week the aldermhanic committee on pub- 
lic utilities will finally get around to holding 
hearings on the pending fly ash and air pollu- 
tion proposals. The subject was first brought 
up last summer, and the two measures have been 
bottled up in committee since September. It is 
difficult to understand why so much time has 
been lost, and it is to be hoped that no more 
will be wasted—especially as it may be two years 
before the fly ash provision becomes fully opera- 
tive. 

This is in the form of an amendment to the 
anti-smoke ordinance and it allows the two years 
of grace for the installation of precipitating 
mechanisms in smoke stacks. Considering cur- 
rent shortages, this allowance may be necessary 
to keep the regulation from being unreasonable. 
That, however, is all the more reason for enact- 
ing it quickly. Fly ash is a year-around nuisance 
-—as plenty of witnesses are sure to testify at 
the hearing—and the attack on it should not be 
stalled off. 

The same is to be said of air pollution, which, 
by another ordinance, would be put under the 
control of the Health Department. These evils 
have been made all the more apparent by the 
city’s successful attack on smoke. Fly ash must 
be eliminated if St. Louis is to be made more liv- 
able—and soon.

Exit Mr. Pauley, Again 

Edwin W. Pauley has finally resigned his post 
of special assistant to the Secretary of the Army. 
He is indeed an obtuse man if he has not learned 
something from this latest in a series of unsuc- 
cessful efforts to rise to a position of importance 
in the Government. 

As nominee for Under Secretary of the Navy, 
Mr. Pauley was shown to be working to exploit 
the national reserves of oil which, in that post, 
he would have been supposed to guard from the 
exploiters as a sacred trust. As reparations com- 
missioner, Mr. Pauley made a superficial and in- 
accurate catalogue of Japanese industrial assets, 
which further complicated the problems of rep- 
arations and reconstruction in that country. As 
special assistant to the Secretary of the Army 
Mr. Pauley was revealed to be a speculator in 
wheat and hides in defiance of the policies of 
the administration which he was supposed to be 
serving. His market gambling in the past three 
years netted him about $1,000,000, 

Mr. Pauley finds it impossible to learn that he 
is not an appropriate person for high public of- 
fice. His philosophy that public service is a 
means of furthering his private business is a far 
cry from Grover Cleveland’s maxim that public 
office is a public trust. He should have learned 
by now at least that he is not a success as a 
public servant. President Truman also may have 
learned something from this latest misadventure 
with Mr. Pauley. His nominee this time embar- 
rassed him openly with his defense of stock- 
market gambling. The country has had enough 
of Pauley, and it is much to be hoped that the 
President has, too.

Neglected Crimes of Perversion

The Mirror 


of 
Public Opinion 


The community is periodically shocked by murders and other 
crimes due to sex urgings, writer recalls, yet the law does little to 
prevent or properly punish these outrages; problem must be recog: 
nized and known psychiatric aids must be employed against it.

Crimes of sexual perversion strike the 
most hideous blows of all. Whoever is not 
killed is usually withered, and families of 
both criminal and victim go under a cloud 
that may be generations in passing. 


Consequently, knowledge of the facts sur- 
rounding criminal sexuality is hard to get 
at, harder to analyze and still harder to 
convey. Police everywhere will testify that 
it is the usual and only too natural practice 
of families to try to conceal sexual crimes 
short of outright rape and murder. The 
victim’s family wants oblivion, not justice 
in the courts, The criminal’s family wants 
another chance to redeem him. 


Neither wants to face the fact that 
habitual sexual perversion of any kind {is a 
medical problem, almost beyond the grasp 
of medicine itself in its present state of 
knowledge. 


As to how much violent sexual crime 
there may be nobody can guess with any 
accuracy because of the shame and secrecy 
that surround all parties. But even so, the 
FBI records one rape or criminal assault 
somewhere in the United States every 43 
minutes. The national police bookings for 
rape have gone up 62 per cent in the past 
10 years, 


A Few Examples 


And yet the law is not armed to deal with 
the sex criminal, It is magnificently armed 
to deal with almost any imaginable prob- 
lem involving property. But when called 
on to dispose of a man unmistakably 
marked as the most revolting and fearful 
offender against the person, it is stuttering 
and confused, No state in the union can 
claim a safe conscience on the subject of 
crimes involving sex. 


Let us consider some examples. 


Police found the bloody, battered body of 
5-year-old Miretta J. in a children’s play 
cave at Bakersfield, Calif, She had been 
seen last at the grocery store in company 
of Joyce N., an over-developed, bouncy girl 
of 13 whose parents were already worried 
because Joyce was so “high-strung” and 
sex-crazy. 


The news was broadcast, of course, and 
Joyce’s brother remembered having seen 
her with Miretta. He asked a few questions 
at dinner, and a family tragedy unrolled. 
Joyce told her parents she had led Miretta 
to the play cave and committed sexual in- 
decencies upon her. Miretta cried and said 
she’d tell her grandma, so Joyce beat her to 
death with a rock, 


Hard to Discover 


As this is written, the law of California 
still hesitates. It has not decided what to 
do. Joyce’s parents can now reflect in 
horror that nothing adequate was done 
about her last year, They “were worried” 
about her then because she had killed sev- 
eral pet cats and dogs and had held one 
neighbor child’s head under water until it 
very nearly drowned. 


True, they had taken Joyce to the family 
doctor, and then to a psychiatrist, but 
somebody had failed to read the warning 
signals aright, and two families are now 
shattered, 


On Sunday afternoon, March 2, 1947, 
Jacqueline M., aged 11, went to the movies 
in Malden, Mass, She did not come home. 


About 9 am. on Monday three small 
schoolboys found a dead body in a vacant 
lot of Pearl street. It was Jacqueline. Mrs. 
Francis C, heard about it on the radio and 
immediately thought of her son Robert, 
aged 17, who had come home Sunday night 
late and disheveled. She called the Malden 
Police, It took the police only a short 
time to prove him the killer and would-be 
rapist. Defense pleaded “insanity” and it 
worked, 


He is away now, presumably for life— 


but maybe not, after all. For Robert’s 
criminal record dates back to June 9, 1943. 
He received five quick paroles. The last 
parole, given despite the pleas of his par- 
ents that he needed confinement, came less 
than a month before he committed the 
murder. He had been judged by state 
psychiatrists a “non-committable” under 
the insanity statutes then prevailing. The 
law insisted that he be paroled, eventually 
to commit murder. Now the Massachusetts 
law is changed. 


Weakness in Laws 


Admittedly, the assignment of spotting a 
sex criminal early is a difficult and delicate 
one, and success often hinges on pure good 
luck. Even if psychiatrists discover crimi- 
nal tendencies in time, the law is not able 
to do much about it. Juvenile law is based 
on the premise that wayward children can 
be corrected; they must not be punished 
as adults are for the same offenses, But 
the correction, in almost every state, is 
superficial, It is limited, for the most part, 
to work and schooling; there are few if 
any provisions for psychiatric treatment, 
and even the slight provision the law does 
make is only faintly enforced, 


The law assumes that poverty and the 
debilitating moral effects of a slum en- 
vironment are the sources of juvenile de- 
linquency. The law overlooks, or at least 
does not provide for dealing with, the 
“natural delinquent,” that is, the youth who 
is an offender for psychological, rather 
than social, reasons, 


Stated very briefly, our laws for dealing 
with sexual criminals are barbarous for two 
reasons: They make it possible for the 
incurable sex maniac to remain unconfined, 
and they also make it possible for the cur- 
able pervert to remain untreated. 


Sloppy Enforcement 


If a child fs a habitual thief it is quite 
likely that he is suffering from a profound 
emotional disorder. Such a child should be 
required by law to submit to a psychiatric 
examination. Psychiatry is not yet an 
exact science, and there are a great many 
perversions that it is helpless to cure, But 
it is all we have to work with, and it must 
be given its chance. 


Where a psychiatric disorder is found to 
beghe cause of criminal tendencies, psychi- 
atric treatment must be made mandatory. 
And where the disease or perversion is 
found to be incurable, society must, in self- 
defense, require confinement of the sexual 
criminal, 


A number of states, including Massachu- 
setts, California, Illinois, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Vermont and Wisconsin, have recently 
passed laws providing for stricter confine- 
ment of sex criminals, In almost every 
one, however, sloppy enforcement has be- 
trayed the legislators. 


The District of Columbia is working on 
a comprehensive codification of sexual fel- 
onies which will be put into legislative form 
some time in 1948. Jt is hoped that this 
act, when finally passed by Congress, will 
serve as a model for the various states to 
follow.

The health 
bill, scheduled to go into effect 
July 5, would provide ‘ree medi- 
cal, dental and hospital service for 
all Britons. 

Dr. Charles Hill, secretary ger- 
eral of the B.M.A., sat in the gal- 
lery as Bevan poured out his scorn 
of the association's proposal for 
doctors te boycott the act. Among 
other prominent doctors whe have 
demanded revision of the act is 
Lord Horder, persona! physician to 
King George and other members 
ef the royal family. 

Censpiracy 

“We are not now dealing with 
a body which is seeking to bring 
ebout modification of principles in 
what they consider te be the legit- | 
imate interest of members of the | 
Medica] pro‘ession,” Bevan said. 

“We are dealing with a body or- 
fanizing wholesale resistance to 
the implementation of an act of 

_Parliament. The whole thing be- 
gins to look more like a squalid 
political conspiracy than the rep- 
resentation of an honorable and 
learned profession. 


“When the doctors of this coun- | 


try learn of the extent to which 
their interests have been misrep- 
resented by these spokesmen, they 
will turn on them.” 

Bevan charged that the B.M.A. 
had indulged in so much Misrep- 
resentation that doctors taking 
part in its plebiscite on the desir- 
ability of a boycott completely 
misunderstood the health service. 
The B.M.A, plans to announce the 
result of the plebiscite next: week.

HEAVY MOVEMENT OF ICE 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 9 (AP) — 
A gigantic ice movement in the 
Ohio river groufd to a complete 
standstill about noon today after 
filling the Cincinnati harbor shore 
to shore. 

The halt came after an ice “pile- 
up” at Anderson's Ferry, just be- 
low the harbor, blocked the floes.

UESTION: Ig it true that daily 
Qiconsumption of large quanti- 

ties of carrots will help cure 
“night blindness” which makes 
driving after dark difficult for 
many motorists? 

Answer: Yes, “night blindness” 
may result from a deficiency of 
vitamin A, which vitamin is found 
in carrots and green vegetables, 
cod liver oil, animal] fats, butter, 
and other sources. Various dark 
adaptation tests may be  per- 
formed to determine whether 
night blindness exists. This con- 
dition results only after a pro- 
longed deficiency of vitamin A. 

Aside from this eye condition, 
a deficiency of vitamin A may 
cause other types oof »body 
changes. This vitamin is neces- 
sary to the health and resistance 
of the skin, When it is absent 
or deficient the skin is more 
prone to infections, and it may 
also undergo various change. 

Like all vitamin deficiencies 
this may just as likely occur with 
other deficiencies, and the need 
may be for multiple vitamins, 
rather than for a single one, A 
complete study should be done. It 
is also important, when possible, 
to get one’s supply of vitamin A 
from the natural sources, 
than from a single pill.

Keeping the Plumbing Going Reeth 
NE thing that can always be. 
said for plumbing is that there 
is nothing subtle about it. | 

"When it starts acting up you can 
bet your bottom dollar that it will | 
act up worse before it finally quits | 
unless, of course, you do some- 
thing about it. 

For instance, when & fixture | 
drain starts slowing up it usually | 
means that there is something 
stuck in the drain or trap. Wait 
long enough and you'll have a ma- 
jor repair job on your hands, 
‘Small obstructions can usually be 
| removed early in the game either 
'with a plumber’s friend or by re- 
‘moving the drain plug from the 
trap and using a length of stiff 
wire to push or pull the obstruc- 
tion out of the way. If all the 
drains in the system start acting 
up, it may mean that the sewer 
line has become clogged. There 
are tree roots in the sewer pipe; 
|the cesspool or septic tank is full 
‘or on the blink. Whatever the 
case, it’s smart to attend to any 
‘or all of these difficulties before 
| things go completely haywire and 
| you have a masa full of sew- 

| age. 
| If a faucet ati to drip you 
can be sure it will continue to do 
so until you replace the worn 
faucet washer. Remember, a bad- 
ly worn Washer will not eed run 
up your water bill and leave a 
rust stain on the plumbing fix- 
ture, but it may also scar the 
faucet valve seht so that you'll 
have to do some regrinding before 
the faucet can be tightly closed.
